The 
case has beon before the Court on several 
occasions when remands were granted in 
ordor to treat it as m teat case, ‘The 
Crown Solicitor, Mr J. Bowloy, appeared 
to prosecute, Evidence was given show- 
ing that on different occasions during 
the last week the coolies woro arrested 
at Praya East, two of them were carry- 
ing thick bamboo carrying poles, tho third 
had eight coile of rope, and the fourth was 
carrying siztoen empty coal baskets, 

Mr Bowley aubmitted that it wae quite 
cloar that the articles being carried by the 
dofendanta were calculated sufficient to 
inconvenience pedestrians in the atreet. 
It was no excuso to say that the things 
wero implementa of trade, Tho bainboo 
poles were very dangerous, for the coolies 
always carried them shoulder high and if 
from any causo they turned round suddon- 
ly they were very likely to hit any 
passer-by on thahead. Ho contended that 
the Ordinance ‘required coolies, when 
carrying things such as those described, to 
walk in the roadway and not on the foot.’
